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Brain Injuries Hinted in S. Africa Black’s Death 


Froog Wi Dropatches 
JOHANNESBURG, Sept. I8— 
There is mounting evidence that 
black activist Steve Biko suffered 
Toultiple brain and body injuries 
before his death in police deten- 
tion last Monday, according to 

well-informed sources here. 


’ Justice Minister James Kruger,

In Study of Jewish Holocaust

PHILADELPHIA, Sept. 18 
(NYT).—Over the vigorous pro- 
test of the city’s largest German- 
Americar organization, the Phila- 
delphia school system plaps to 
require virtually all students in 
secondary public schools to study 
the holecaust of the Jews in Nagi 
Germany. 

The program, which began on 
a limited scope in some public 
‘secondary schools here last year, 
is to be expanded apd introduced 
as part of a required world his- 
tory course In the ninth grade 
in the city’s 26 senior high schools 
ang 40 junior high schools. School 
officials say the course is the 
first of its kind to be made part 
of the regular curriculum in the 
public education system of a ma- 
Jor city. 

The program, which was devel- 
cped by scholars including Frank- 
Un Littel, chairman of the reli- 
gion department at Temple Uni- 
versity, has the support not only 
of Jewish and community organi- 
zations, but also of the Catholic 
archdlocete and of the Metro- 
politan Christian Council, the 
ehief Protestant organization

The protest is led by the Rev. 
Hans Haug, the German-born 
pastor of the Immanuel Lutheran 
Church and chairman of the 
German-American Committee of 
Greater Philadelphia.

JEW YORK.—Edward Koch is 
a big high-domed man with 
a big oval face wreathed in per- 
petual smilie wrinkles, For the 
Purposes of this campaign he is 
supposed to be tough, and for 
this purpose he has talked a lot 
about capital punishment.

Not that it matters. This is 
imagery stuff. The mayor of 
New York has no more to do 
with capital pun- 
ishment than the 
Brothers Kara- 
mozov have to do 
with the Miss 
America pageant.

Tt is one of those 
idiotic irrelevan- 
cies that we, the

Nevertheless, there are glints of 
civilization seen now and then 
from both men in spots where 
their campaign images have worn 
thin. 


It is the instinctive gentleman's 
revulsion against the political 
barbarism overtaking us, although 
it did not carry Cuomo to such 
extremes of gentility that he was 
ready to denounce one of his own 
TV commercials showing Koch 
turning into former Mayor Lind- 
say. 

Outlanders may wonder what 
John Lindsay has to do with all 
this, but New Yorkers get it at 
once, Lindsay jis to blame for 
everything that makes New York- 
ers unhappy, from Jong lines at 
the bank teller's window to the 
dog explosion, Calling Koch a 
friend of Lindsay ‘is worse than 
calling him.a friend of death, 
and Cuomo is trying to hang him 
on both counts, which Koch 
resents. A gentleman can put up 
with capital punishment, but 
there is such a thing as carrying 
it too far. 
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
